The publisher of the California Christian 
Advocate, Rev. J. B. Hill, writes to his 
paper expressing doubt and suspicion as to 
the attitude of the Republican candidates 
on the Sunday law question. 
He says that 
when the Convention refused to adopt a 
clear and unambiguous resolution on this 
issue, those who were dissatisfied w ith its 
action were assured that the candidates 
would rectify the defects of the platform 
ia their speeches during the canvass. 
But 
he has received intelligence which compels 
him to dcubt whether this is being done. 
In fact he has been informed on “ excel- 
“ lent authority ” that some of the candi­ 
dates have been promising to support the 
vinicultural interest, whenever they found 
themselves in a wine growing district. Mr. 
H ill’s letter ia quite a refreshing piece of 
innocence. 
The people who are capable of 
believing such an assurance as he speaks 
of—who could be got to accept the state­ 
ment that the candidates would be bolder 
than the platform on the Sunday law 
issue—are, however, almost too verdant to 
be intrusted with the management of their 
own alfairs. 
It is a pity that Mr. H dl and 
those for whom he speaks have not rea­ 
soned a little upon political phenomena. 
If they had done so they would have long 
ago reached the conclusion that the same 
considerations which prevented the Re­ 
publican Convention from taking a bold 
and definite position on the Sunday law 
must influence the candidates also. 
The 
Convention shirked the issue because it 
waa afraid the party would lose votes if it 
took the position demanded by Mr. H ill 
and his friends. 
The men who were nomi­ 
nated by the Convention entered the can­ 
vass with one object— namely, to secure as 
many votes as possible for themselves. 
They are not called upon under party ethics 
to go beyond their platform ; and they are 
not the material from which martyrs are 
made. 


Mr. H ill may consequently rest assured 
that when these candidates eater a wine­ 
growing district they hasten to put them­ 
selves on good relations with the voters. 
They do not denounce viniculture and ex­ 
press a belief that the vines ought all to 
be pulled up by the roots and “ fed to the 
“ hogs ” (who by the way do not eat vines). 
They do not expatiate upon the evils of 
intemperance, or declare that viniculture 
ought to be n_ade a criminal offense. 
Oa 
the contrary, they congratulate their hear­ 
ers upon tbs rapid growth of that noble 
industry; they exult over the opening 
made by the phylloxera in France for Cali­ 
fornia wines ; they predict a period when 
wine-making will be the leading industry 
of the State ; and they assert that their 
most ardent hopes will be gratified if they 
are spared to witness that halcyon condi­ 
tion of things. 
The same candidates, 
should they by any chance find themselves 
in a district where there are no vineyards, 
and where all the voters are Good Tem­ 
plars, may be counted upon to advance the 
most radical temperance doctrines with the 
greatest appearance of earnestness. 
If 
there are no reporters present their zeal 
for Prohibition w ill know no bounds. 
It 
is true that there arc not many’ places In 
California where they are called upon to 
express such sentiments, but Mr. H ill may 
depend upon it that the average candidate 
is quite “ equal to either fortune,” and that 
he ia prepared to be a Prohibitionist or a 
contemner of Prohibition, according to the 
exigencies of the locality. 
Just so in regard to all other issues 
which divide the community without ref­ 
erence to party lines. 
The Debris ques­ 
tion is another of these awkward ques­ 
tions, and how does Mr. H ill suppose that 
the Republican candidates, and for that 
matter all the candidates, deal with it? 
In the simplest manner imaginable. 
In 
the mountains they declare themselves in 
favor of protection 
for 
the hydraulic 
miners. 
In the valleys they declare them ­ 
selves in favor of exterminating hydraulic 
mining. 
It is so much the easier to do 
this kind of thiDg because in the present 
campaign the speeches are not being re­ 
ported at any length. 
But that is the 
common method of meeting the difficulty. 
Candidates, at least in these degenerate 
days, seek to be ail things to all men. 
H ivin g no convictions of their own, they 
desire to assume harmony of viewa with 
whatever community they happen to be 
in at the moment. 
They are after votes, 
and principles are only used to bait their 
hooks with. 
Mr. 
H ill and his innocent 
and 
too-confiding 
friends 
have 
been 
grievously misled if they seriously 
be­ 
lieved that the candidates would be better 
than the platform. 
W hen the latter was 
adopted the Republican party in Conven­ 
tion assembled refused to give the tem­ 
perance and Sunday law supporters the 
assurance they asked for. 
That was the 
end of the affair. 
There never was the 
least possibility that the candidates would 
take it upon them to amend the policy of the 
party. 
They were even less likely than 
the Convention to 
run 
any 
avoidable 
risk of losing votes. 


W e pointed out, immediately after the 
Convention, that the Sanday law plank 
was nothing but a shallow subterfuge, and 
that it really promised nothing more than 
the Democrats had pledged themselves to. 
Mr. H iil and his friends, however, appeared 
to thi ik that it was safe to accept the 
work of the Convention, and though that 
body had really given them not a single 
crumb, they argued very illogically that 
“ half a loaf wa3 better than no bread.” 
Now they are beginning to realize that 
they were mistaken, and that they have 
nothing to hope for from the Republican 
platform. 
They learn that the candidates 
are not better than the platform, 
but 
rather worse ; a id naturally they arc dis­ 
gusted at the developments. 
Y et they 
eught to h ive 
foreseen this, for there 
never was anything else to be expected. 
Neither party at any time had the sligh t­ 
est intention of doin' anything more than 
shuilling out of the Sunday law business 
with as little friction as yocsible. 
JLh 
Prohibitionists had the political sagacity to 
realize this, and to perceive that they had 
nothing to gain and much to lose by 
submission to the hypacrisy and fraud of 
the politicians. 
They went to work and 
pnt a full ticket in the field aciordingly, 
and the next time they have a request to 
make of the Republican party tfcey will 
m eet with respectful consideration. 
As tc 
those who, having special i • ; r « at h art, 
yet submit to repeated tr a<oas and re 
buffa at the hands of the politicians, an l 
go on faithfully voting the ticket arranged 
by their betray rs, they are laughed at by 
the men who use them, an 1 they ar j set 
down as poor creatures, who can bo out­ 
raged and maltreit»-! with 
o - p'cte im­ 
punity, since they hare not spirit ea u gh 
to resent injuries or senta enc ;gh to use 
their own power tor aelf-protect! n. 


MR. 
D3YLE 
ACCEPT?, 
BUT WITH 
A 
PROVISO. 


Mr. John T. Doyle has written a curious 
letter accepting the nomination of the so- 
called Farmers’ Convention for Railroad 
Commissioner, but declining to take the 
cast-iron pledge which that Convention 
directed to be administered to the candi­ 
dates for the office. 
In an ordinary case 
Mr. Doyle’s refusal to take the pledge to 
reduce fares and freights 20 per cent, 
within tw enty days after taking office, 
wonld of course disqualify him for the 
nomination. 
Even as it is, there exists no 
authority anywhere to exempt him from 
the pledge. 
But as Harrison and himself 
constitute the San Francisco wiDg of the 
party, 
of course this can be arranged. 
There is, however, one embarrassment about 
it. 
To allow Mr. Doyle to accept the 
nomination while refusing the pledge, is to 
render necessary the Bame modification in 
the case of 
Messrs. 
Reed and Foote. 
As 
regards 
the 
latter, 
Mr. 
Doyle’s 
refusal 
to 
accept 
the 
pledge 
places 
him in a peculiarly disagreeabl-3 position. 
For he has volunteered» precisely similar 
pledge, and since Mr. D ojle clearly im­ 
plies that nobody but a dishonest dema­ 
gogue could take such a pledge, he appears 
to be administering a Bringing rebuke to 
the Alameda candidate. 
Mr. Doyle, how­ 
ever, evidently is beginning to remember 
his former experience as Railroad Commis­ 
sioner. 
A s we have pointed out, the most 
remarkable fact about his career ia the 
radical difference between his action and 
utterances in public and private positions. 
W hen he was a Railroad Commissioner he 
was able to see clearly the folly and im- 
practibility of the anti-railroad views which 
he 
ha3 latterly beer, 
affecting. 
Now 
that be is about to become a candidate 
again he obviously feels the old spirit re­ 
turning upon 
him, and he proposes to 
guard against all embarrassing promises. 
He realizes that should he be elected he 
would at once see the error of his ways, 
and come under the influence of rational 
considerations, as of old. 
Mr. Doyle mani­ 
fests much judgment in this, and we are 
glad to note in him such signs of 
epent- 
ance and a disposition to do better here­ 
after. 


T E 3 
INDIANA 
LYh’C aiN G . 


The lynching of the murderer Redman 
at Evansville, Indiana, appears to have 
been a very discreditable affair. 
Tiie crime 
which Redman had committed was no 
doubt singularly atrocious, but that was 
n i justification for the action of the mob. 
Evansville ia a well settled, presumably 
sober and quiet place, where all the ma­ 
chinery of Government is in full working 
order, 
and where the administration of 
justice by the Courts eau be counted upon. 
Under such circumstances the organization 
of a law lees band for the express purpose 
of superseding the Courts must be regarded 
as indicating a tendency towards barbarism 
which is not at all to the credit of the peo­ 
ple about Evansville. 
Civilized men learn 
to control themselves at such times. 
They 
know that the Government can be trusted 
to avenge crime in due course, and they do 
not think of interfering with the process of 
the law. 
Oa the frontiers, where there is 
very little respsct for the law, and very 
little real civilization, it sometimes be­ 
comes necessary for the bstter part of a 
community to rise up and reduce to sub­ 
jugation the more violent and criminal 
elements. 
Bat Evansville, Indiana, has 
no excuse of that kind for lawlessness. 
Her people can only be supposed to have 
committed this murder through an impa­ 
tience which is clearly an evidence of want 
of civilization. There ¡3 no defense for such 
an outburst, and the occurrence of similar 
deeds justifies a suspicion that in many 
parts of the country what passes for civil­ 
ization is really a very thin veneering, 
which it would not take much to causa to 
reíanse into barbarism. 


ANOTHER SOUTHERN 
HUMBUG. 


Another Southern yarn of the flimsiest 
character comes from I¡ee county, Alabama, 
to the effect that the w hite people there 
are ia mortal fear of a negro uprising, and 
that families are fleeing to save themselves 
from the wrath to coma. 
W e know well 
enough what this kind of story m eins. 
It 
means that tho white ruffians and black­ 
guards of Loe county, Alabama, havo de­ 
termined to perpetrate some outrage upon 
the negros?, and that in accordance with 
ths policy of their favorite model, the wolf 
in the fable, they are paving the way to this 
outrage by pretending that they fear a 
negro uprising. Thepreteuse, however, is a 
lie upon its faco. Tne negroes down South 
have never risen upon the whites. 
W hen­ 
ever any disturbance has occurred it has 
beeu the whites who have risen upon the 
negroes. 
A t present the whitca of Lee 
county, Alabama, desire to prevent the ne­ 
groes from voting. 
W e have no doubt that 
this ia the tenth of tho situation, and the 
next thing that is heard will be a cock-and- 
bull story to the effect that it has been 
found necessary to seize, perhaps to hang 
or shoot, certain alleged ringleaders of the 
negroes. 
These alleged ringleaders are the 
shrewd negro leaders and politicians, who 
can be got rid of in no other way. 
The 
people of Lse county, Alabama, and in fact 
of the Southern States generally, are re­ 
curring too fast to their old bulldozing prac­ 
tices. 
They will fiad in the end that the 
policy of violence docs not pay. 


FIND IN G 
REASON'S 
FOR 
IT. 


There is just now plenty of occupa'ion 
for Republican journals in finding reasons 
for the Ohio disaster, and as usual in such 
cases the reasons are as plentiful as black­ 
berries.

The following article is by Rev. John 
B. Hill, publisher of the California Chris­ 
tian Advocate, San Francisco ; 
W hen dissatisfaction was expressed at 
the equivocal plank of the Republican 
Convention on the Sunday law, and es­

BU&GLARS 
CAPTURED. 


B y the mail which arrived from San Fran­

A 
also packet knives and razors of the make of 
W ostenholm, Roger? and Cook?, in all amount­ 
ing in number to about 100.

$0 taken from the money drawer, and two 
gold me<lils received by the firm from the 
State Agricultural Society and the 
M e­ 
chanics’ Fair. 
Chief Karcher, im m ediately upon receiving 
the letter, detailed tffiers E.dred and Carroll 
to determine if any of the property had been 
disposed cf in thij city. 
A number of stores 
in various* parts of the cicy were visited. 
Some of the goods were found in each of five 
or six placss visited, also a description ob­ 
tained of two young men who had sold the 
articles. 
One of the young men transacted 
all the bubiness. representing himself a» hav­ 
ing be;*n traveling iu th3 interest of a N ew 
Y ork Louse, which had failed and Itfc him 
without a:.y means, and he was disposing of 
his sampled to obtain sufficient money to re­ 
turn home 
Tbe story being plausible, the 
yourg men w ell Jre~sed and unsuspicious ia 
appearance, no trouble was experienced ia dis- 
po iag of the goods at a pretty good figure, 
they all being of the best brands known to the 
trad^. 
B y the late train from San Francisco of the 
same d »y detective Fuller, of Oakland, came 
here and announced to Chief Karcher that he 
w?.s ia 82arch of i>, young man named Gu* 
Gregory* accused of burglarizing severul dent­ 
ist»’ ofii'j a in Oakland and San Francisco. 
Messrs. Fuller an<i Karcher began a ?earch 
im mediately, visiting the theater and other 
placea of amusement, all the hotels and lodg­ 
ing-houses and placei where young men fre- 
quente I.
